Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is the position of the Examiner the combination 
of prior art renders the instant claims obvious. 

Griesbach, III et al., teach joining a spun-bonded non-woven layer having a basis weight ranging from 20-60 gsm to a multi-layer film 
(section 0046, 0064 and 0050). Said multi-layer film comprises a core layer comprising blends of polypropylenes and two skin layers 
comprising blends of polyolefins, ethylene acrylic acid etc. (sections 0050-0053). It is the position of the Examiner that the core layer 
comprising a blend of polypropylene would be different from the skin layers comprising blends with ethylene acrylic acid. As such, the 
Examiner considers the limitations of differing constituent film parts met and a three layer cast film met 

With regard to Applicant's argument that polyolefin of Griesbach et al., and the low density polyethylene polymer of Morman et al., are not 
functionally equivalent. The Examiner submits that based on the teachings of Morman et al., to provide a film laminate which is liquid 
impermeable, one of ordinary skill in the art would readily recognize that the low density polyethylene could be used as the polyolefin 
material in Griesbach et al. The term polyolefin is considered very broad and could encompass a variety of hydrocarbon materials including 
the low density polyethylene polymer of Morman et al. 
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
